CIVILIAN  AIDES 

TO  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE  ARMY 


Civilian  Aides  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Army  are  civic-minded  community  leaders  selected  by  the  Secretary  to 
serve  as  his  advisors  and  as  advisors  to  Army  commanders.  Each  Civilian  Aide  is  appointed  for  a two-year 
term,  and  can  be  reappointed  for  subsequent  terms.  Civilian  Aides  accept  appointment  voluntarily  and 
receive  no  remuneration. 

This  valuable  coalition  of  civic  leaders  and  the  Department  of  Defense  has  a long  history.  It  began  with  a 
group  of  citizens  who  voluntarily  sponsored  and  conducted  military  training  for  civilians  at  camps,  called  the 
Plattsburg  Camps.  In  1916,  graduates  of  the  Plattsburg  Camps  formed  the  Military  Training  Camps  Associa- 
tion (MTCA),  a voluntary  organization  of  civilians  interested  in  promoting  military  training  for  citizens  who 
could  be  called  to  active  duty  immediately  in  the  event  of  war.  During  WWI,  MTCA  assisted  the  War  Depart- 
ment in  locating,  selecting  and  examining  officer  candidates  for  various  branches  of  the  service. 

Then  in  1922,  Secretary  of  War  John  W.  Weeks,  acting  on  a request  from  MTCA,  authorized  the  appoint- 
ment of  certain  individuals  from  within  the  ranks  of  MTCA  to  be  known  as  Civilian  Aides  to  the  Secretary  of 
War.  At  this  stage,  the  primary  purpose  of  the  Aide  program  was  to  promote  cooperation  between  the  MTCA 
and  the  agencies  of  the  War  Department.  The  manner  in  which  the  Aides  served  was  determined  on  a local 
level,  by  the  several  Corps  area  commanders. 

The  Army  took  over  management  of  the  MTCA’s  training  activities  in  1940,  but  Secretary  of  War  Henry  L. 
Stimson  decided  to  continue  the  organization  and  the  system  of  Civilian  Aides  for  use  in  the  event  of  war.  His 
decision  showed  great  foresight.  Throughout  World  War  II  Civilian  Aides  performed  highly  important  and 
often  confidential  missions  for  the  Secretary  of  War.  Because  of  their  widespread  locations  across  the  United 
States,  they  were  especially  helpful  in  recruiting  civilians  who  possessed  scarce  and  critical  skills. 

The  current  Civilian  Aide  program  was  initiated  in  1950  when  Secretary  of  the  Army  Frank  Pace  changed  the 
charter  for  the  Civilian  Aides.  He  wanted  a system  which  would  provide  a civilian  liaison  and  would  give  the 
Army  a “grass  roots"  opinion  throughout  the  country,  especially  in  the  areas  of  mutual  Army-civilian  in- 
terests. Under  the  new  charter,  Civilian  Aides  were  no  longer  selected  solely  from  the  ranks  of  the  MTCA; 
appointments  were  made  for  two  years  rather  than  four,  and  overall  administration  of  the  program  came  from 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Army. 

Since  its  reorganization  in  1950,  the  Civilian  Aide  program  has  given  substantial  aid  to  the  Army.  Civilian 
Aides  explain  and  interpret  Army  programs,  positions  and  problems  to  other  key  local  communicators 
through  personal  contact  and  correspondence,  and  to  the  general  public  through  public  statements,  ap- 
pearances and  speeches. 

They  represent  the  Secretary  on  official  occasions,  appear  as  guest  speakers  on  Army  matters  before  many 
civilian  groups  and  publish  feature  articles  and  editorials  relating  to  Army  activities. 

They  also  organize  citizen  groups  to  visit  Army  installations  for  the  purpose  of  learning  firsthand  what  the 
Army  is  doing  on  various  problems  and  give  substantial  support  and  assistance  to  local  observances  of  such 
occasions  as  Armed  Forces  Day  and  Veterans  Day. 

Civilian  Aides  are  especially  helpful  in  encouraging  employer  support  of  the  Guard  and  Reserve  and  in  sup- 
porting recruiting  programs  for  the  Active  and  Reserve  Components.  Their  activities  and  areas  of  assistance 
are  limited  only  by  the  imagination  of  the  Civilian  Aide. 


To  assist  the  Aides  in  their  various  activities,  Department  of  the  Army  and  CONUSA  commanders  provide 
them  with  timely,  pertinent  information  on  subjects  of  general  Army  interest  and  especially  subjects  which 
have  particular  application  in  a Civilian  Aide’s  local  area.  This  information  is  provided  through  annual  na- 
tional and  regional  Civilian  Aide  Conferences,  and  through  newsletters,  correspondence  and  telephone  con- 
versations. 

Today  Civilian  Aides  serve  nationwide  in  capacities  ranging  from  Aides  for  specific  states,  to  Aides  for  each 
of  the  Continental  US  Armies,  to  Civilian  Aides  “At  Large.’’  Some  former  Civilian  Aides,  upon  expiration  of 
their  terms  of  office,  are  designated  Civilian  Aides  Emeritus,  which  are  honorary  lifetime  designations. 

Within  Fourth  Army’s  seven  Midwestern  states,  there  are  a total  of  10  active  Civilian  Aide  positions.  Each 
state  has  one  Aide  position,  with  the  exception  of  Illinois  and  Ohio,  each  of  which  has  two  Aides.  There  is 
one  Fourth  Army  Area  Civilian  Aide  and  two  Civilian  Aides  Emeritus.

1.  Inform  Association  of  the  U.S.  Army  (AUSA)  in  your  state  that  you  are  available  to  help  tell  the  Army 
story. 

2.  Promote  Employer  Support  of  the  Guard  and  Reserve  through  your  state  committee. 

3.  Participate  in  official  military  functions  of  the  Active  Army,  Reserve  Components,  Recruiting  Command 
and  ROTC,  such  as  change  of  command,  award  and  retirement  ceremonies. 

4.  Establish  and  maintain  close  ties  with  recruiting  commanders  and  recruiters  statewide. 

5.  Sign  congratulatory  letters  to  Army  recruits  and  urge  their  attention  to  Army  educational  benefits. 

6.  Write  to  the  governor  of  your  state  to  explain  the  Civilian  Aide  program  and  solicit  support. 

7.  Speak  to  groups  such  as  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Rotary,  Kiwanis,  Elks,  Lions  Club,  on  Army  needs 
and  priorities. 

8.  Participate  in  Army-related  events  such  as  Armed  Forces  Day,  Veterans  Day  and  the  Army’s  anniversary. 

9.  Arrange  visits  and  host  trips  to  Reserve  and  Guard  units  for  influential  members  of  the  civilian  community. 

10.  Write  letters  to  local  newspapers  explaining  Army  programs  or  correcting  misrepresentation  in  news 
items  about  the  Army. 

11.  Maintain  liaison  with  the  State  Adjutant  General. 

12.  Attend  annual  Army  Civilian  Aide  conferences  to  exchange  ideas  with  other  Civilian  Aides. 

13.  Contact  college  ROTC  units,  Recruiting  Command,  Reserve  and  Guard  Commanders  in  your  area  to  offer 
support  and  cooperation. 

14.  Promote  the  interest  of  the  Army  whenever  possible.
